PROVINCE IS SCORED 
FOR LACK OF SUPPORT 


iFinance Committee Asked to 
Report Regarding Plan of 
Local Improvements. 


The city council was jn session today 
from 10 to 12.30 on the estimates for 
the current year. The departments 
considered were the assessor's, the 
juilding inspector's, the city auditor's 
und the city farm. Many suggestions 
were made by various members of the 
council as the estimates for each of 
these departments came up for discus- 
jon. The head of the department was | 
resent, as were also the city commis- 
ioners, | 

The most important change made in 
he lists considered were the reduction 
of City Auditor A, N, Mouat’s salary 
From $5,000 to 34,000. Mr. Mouat was 
ngaged the later part of h913 on the 
nderstanding that his salary would 
ve incregged atthe besinning of this 
year. However, Alderman East pointed 
out that according to the provisions of 
‘the city charter the auditor must be 
appointed from year to year by the 
council, : 

When the estimates of the city 
assessor's department were up for dis- 
cussion there was considerable time 
spent in trylng to make some of the 
aldermen see why it Is necessary to 
include in the estimates the sum of 
$5,160 for additional help to revise the 
assessment of 1913. This has already 
been explained in the Datly Capital, 
together with the announcement that 
the mayor had Issued a statement that 
the old system in vogue prior to 1918 
will be adopted, 

New Plan Suggested. 

Alderman Smith stated that there 
should be a well thought out plan of 
carrying out the local improvements 
ind suggested that some better method 
might be adopted. He said that the 
council might arrange for a working 
apital fund to be decided on at the 
yeginning of the year, Then all local 
improvements done in any one year 
would be taken care of out of this fund, 
This matter was referred after con- 
siderable discussion to the finance 
committee and the commissioners to 
consider and bring In a recommenda- 
tion to council, 

When the estimates for the building 
inspector's department were under 
consideration Alderman Clarke = put 
Superintendent Mclvor through a cross 
examination as to the methods he has 
adopted in connection with the hiring 
of the inspectors of his department 
He cited Instances where it is quite 
apparent that the builders can get 
through with any kind of a building.
